The Racing Scene: Fall Plans

Although Oct. 1 may seem quite distant 
at first glance, insofar as Maryland’s rac¬ 
ing population is concerned, rhat date is 
just around the corner and toward it the 
followers of the Thoroughbred are look¬ 
ing forward. 

For it will mean the opening of the 
major season at Laurel and that is always 
an occasion for rejoicing among the turfites 
of the State. This season there will be more 
than ordinary interest in the opening of 
Laurel since the track will operate under 
new management. 

Just how far-reaching this change will 
be no one knows but that the calibre of 
sport at Laurel will be of the highest class 
seems assured since the new ownership 
doubtless will pattern its operations after 
those at Pimlico, which long has stood for 
the tops in the sport. 

Henry A. Parr, 3rd, president of both 
Laurel and Pimlico, has many plans for the 
improvement of Laurel all of which will 
be made as quickly as possible although 
some of them may have to await a lifting 
of restrictions on certain materials. 

Although at this writing the Laurel 
stakes list had not been announced, it is 
known that such time-honored features as 
the Selima and Washington Handicap will 
be renewed and the chances are that most 
of Laurel’s previous stakes again will be 
scheduled. That there will be new ones, 
from time to time, also is a somewhat fore¬ 
gone conclusion. 
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Laurel never has handled as much busi¬ 
ness as Pimlico but an active publicity cam¬ 
paign is planned by the Pimlico-Laurel 
management in an effort to boost attend¬ 
ance and mutuel figures and once these start 
to rise, it may be that Laurel will come 
close to emulating Pimlico where the pol¬ 
icy, both spring and fall, is a stake each day. 

Already considerable work has been 
done to make the stable area at Laurel 
more comfortable, sanitary and liveable for 
the men who attend the horses racing there 
and numerous other changes will be notice¬ 
able by the time the meeting begins. 

Laurel’s stakes will close Sept. 1 and a 
better line on the prospects for the fall ses¬ 
sion will be available when the lists of eligi- 
bles to the various fixtures are released. 

Maryland’s minor track season got away 
to an auspicious start at Bel Air where bet¬ 
ter than average weather prevailed and 
fields were up to the standards of previous 
years. Betting declined slightly, the dtop 
amounting to about 7 per cent but since a 
decline has been noted at many othet rac¬ 
ing centers, this was not considered too bad. 

G. Ray Bryson and his associates in the 
Bel Air enterprise were highly satisfied with 
the results for an average of $373,000 daily 
at a track less than a mile in circumference, 
is creditable indeed. 

The minor track circuit was restored to a 
full schedule when the Racing Commis¬ 
sion rescinded a previous order which had 
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refused dates to the Marlboro course. ^ 

When Marlboro was first denied dates, 
the Commission gave as its reason for the 
action, the fact that no improvements had 
been made at the plant in southern Mary¬ 
land and that it was not a fit place for 
either horsemen or the public in the condi¬ 
tion to which it had declined. 

However, Marlboro’s management had 
protested the Commission decision on the 
grounds that it was unable to obtain mate¬ 
rials to make improvements without violat¬ 
ing Federal building restrictions. Shortly 
afterward, several officials of the Tanforan 
race track in California were fined for work 
done at that course in violation of regula¬ 
tions and it is believed this action may have 
prompted the Maryland Commission to 
look more favorably upon Marlboro’s de¬ 
fense and grant the dates. As a result the 
southern Maryland course will open a ten- 
day meeting on Sept. 13. 

The four-week period occupied by the 
Hagerstown and Cumberland meetings will 
be marked by final preparations for the an¬ 
nual State Fair and race meeting at Ti- 
monium, where the genial Matt Daiger 
presides. 

According to Daiger there is every pros¬ 
pect that this season’s State Fair will sur¬ 
pass all others in number and class of ex¬ 
hibits and as usual he looks forward to a 
banner attendance at the racing portion of 
the display each day, starting with Labor 
Day. 

Announcement that the Pimlico Special 
would be renewed on Oct. 31 was a pleasant 
note during the past month, for this sport¬ 
ing event always is a highlight of the fall 
season in Maryland and the fact that it 
may bring together horses like Armed, As¬ 
sault and Stymie on this occasion, lends 
even more than usual interest to its running. 

There has been some controversy over 
Pimlico’s announcement that the Special 
again would be for a prize of $25,000, 
winner-take-all. One group argues that 
this is not sufficient money to lure all the 


top horses of the season whereas another 
Equally large band of race-goers maintains 
that the size of the purse is immaterial in a 
’’championship” event such as that called 
for by the conditions of the Special. 

The Special in the past has drawn some 
mighty fine performers and will continue 
to do so in the future. Whether it happens 
to get the top two or three any given season 
is largely a matter of luck but at any rate 
the winner-take-all provisions of the stake 
make it appealing to those with a taste 
for the sporting. 

A threat to the continuance of good rac¬ 
ing in Maryland came up in Baltimore just 
at the end of July when a member of the 
City Council found considerable backing 
for a proposition to establish several offices 
at which wagering could be conducted 
legally. The idea was proposed as a revenue¬ 
raising measure for the city. 

The threat to the State’s racing comes 
from the fact that the Horsemen’s Benevo¬ 
lent and Protection Association, which 
claims 90 per cent membership of the 
horsemen racing in this area, is pledged not

mitted. 

Just what the H.B.P.A. would do in 
Maryland if the city of Baltimore was ope¬ 
rating legalized books during the meetings 
within the State is a question not yet an¬ 
swered but certainly the proposition is one 
which all racing folks must consider seri¬ 
ously since it is cropping up with greater 
regularity all the time and unless a firm 
stand is taken by all those in the sport, there 
will come a time when it will get a foot¬ 
hold. 

Once in, it may be too late to halt opera¬ 
tions and the entire setup of racing in Mary¬ 
land may be altered, and for the worse. 

New Pasture Mixture 

Bluegrass is being displaced on many 
farms by a combination of brome grass, 
ladino clover and alfalfa, according to 
Henry L. Ahlgren of the Wisconsin Ex¬ 
periment Station, in a talk with Wayne 
Dinsmore, Secretary of the Horse and Mule 
Association of America, Inc., on Friday, 
June 27, 1947. Such a mixed pasture 
planted in the spring of 1943, now in its 
fourth season, was one of the finest pas¬ 
tures for livestock of any kind ever grown 
at the Wisconsin Experiment Station. 

Its excellence on June 27th was due 
partly to the fact that enough stock had 
been turned on this particular field early 
in May to graze it off down to about 4 
inches in height by May 15 th. This set it 
back about a month so that instead of being 
in top condition early in June, it was in 
top condition about July 1st and ready to 
furnish a tremendous amount of good green 
feed during July and August, when blue- 
grass usually dies down due to hot, dry 
weather. 

"We put this land in the best possible 
shape,” said Mr. Ahlgren. ''The land was 
in bluegrass sod for many years prior to 
1942. It was plowed in the fall of 1942 
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and left rough all winter. This is necessary 
to allow sod to settle and provide a good, 
firm seedbed for the seeding. We applied 
lime at the rate of 2 tons per acre in early 
spring, and worked it into the soil thor¬ 
oughly prior to seeding. We also applied 
250 pounds per acre of 0-30-30 and worked 
it in. Then we sowed one bushel of oats 
per acre as a nurse crop, and sowed 8 
pounds of brome grass per acre at the same 
time that we sowed the oats. The oats and 
brome grass were disced in very lightly, 
and immediately thereafter we planted 8 
pounds of alfalfa and 1 pound of ladino 
clover per acre, broadcast and rolled it in 
with a cultipacker. • 

"It came along in good shape, and we 
began grazing the oats with cattle late in 
May, turning in enough stock to graze it 
down to about 6 inches in height, then let 
it come on again, but grazed it down again 
later in the season so that the oats never 
did go to seed. This trampling apparently 
did no harm to the brome-alfalfa and 
ladino clover seeding, for it came along in 
good shape, and made excellent pasture in 
1944, 1945, 1946 and is now in 1947 one 
of the best pastures we have ever had for 
mid-summer grazing. In fact, we are of 
the opinion that this combination may 
supersede Sudan grass entirely for dry 
weather pasture, as it is a long-lived pas¬ 
ture mixture and if too much of it becomes 
available for the livestock you have, it can 
be cut for hay or made into first class grass 
silage, though this is seldom necessary here 
at the Experiment Station as we have plenty 
of livestock to hold it down. 

"Stockmen everywhere may well adopt 
the plan of growing some of this pasture 
mixture, provided their soil and climatic 
conditions are favorable to it, but should by 
all means graze it heavily enough early in 
May to reduce the height to about 4 inches. 
This retards development of the pasture so 
that it comes on later and is of maximum 
value in July and August when bluegrass 
and other pastures are deficient.” 
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Timonium Breeders' Show

Abram S. Hewitt, breeder and part owner 
of Phalanx, will judge the Thoroughbreds. 
Hunter prospects and half-breds will be 
handled by a judge yet to be designated. If 
you have not received entry blanks, contact 
the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association 
immediately.

Prospect Hill Stud 

By Pat Judge 

^Durbar II, last American-owned horse 
to win the English Derby, is buried on the 
lawn at Mrs. Robert H. Heighe’s Prospect 
Hill Stud near Bel Air. Bred in France by 
Herman B. Duryea, he won the 1914 Derby 
in the Duryea colors. This son of Rabelais, 
our of the American-bred mare Armenia, 
by Meddler, stood in France until 1926 
when he was brought to this country by 
Mrs. Duryea to stand at Claiborne in Ken¬ 
tucky until 1931 when he was sent to Pros¬ 
pect Hill Stud. He died there shortly after. 

When Mrs. Duryea died she left some of 
her mares to her niece by marriage, Mrs. 
Heighe, who then brought the mares to 
this country. Among them were *Zenobia 
II and *Xenia. Quite a few of Mrs. Heighe’s 
producers are descended from these mares. 
Sparky is by * Durbar II, out of * Xenia, 
while Palmyra and Zenana are both out of 
*Zenobia, the former being sired by Camp¬ 
fire and the latter by Theatrical. One of 
Sparky’s daughters. Safety Match, by 
*Aethelstan II was a good winner and has 
since been retired to the breeding paddocks. 

A number of the mares at Prospect Hill 
are by *Durbar II or trace back to him. 
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The Kelsey Twins in their pony cart made a 
good showing at the Timonium Show.

* Durbar II, of course, was an exceptional 
broodmare sire and his daughters are high¬ 
ly prized. In India, by "^Durbar II, out of 
Refuge III, was a stakes winner herself 
and also produced Adroit, (by *Aethelstan 
II) who won the Black Helen Handicap at 
Hialeah in 1946. Adroit, incidentally, is a 
Maryland-bred. Other outstanding race 
mares at the farm besides Sparky and Ad¬ 
roit, are Pony Ballet, co-holder of the track 
record for six-furlongs at Pimlico; Rene B., 
co-holder of the six-furlong track record at 
Garden State Park; Park, a stakes winner; 
and Plot, a full sister to Popy Ballet. Zay, 
Wise Sister, Maxine F., and Palmyra round 
out the group of mares that are winners. 

Mrs. Heighe’s stock has also been success¬ 
ful in the Maryland show rings. In 1939, 
Dividend, a bay filly by ^Aethelstan II- 
Miss Dinwiddie, by Campfire, took reserve 
championship honors at the Yearling Show 
at Pimlico. This same distinction was 
earned in 1941 by Adroit and in 1942 by 
Safety Match. This year, a bay filly by 
Zayin-Sparky got third in the class of fillies 
foaled in Maryland, the produce of mares 
covered in Maryland. 

The sires holding court at Prospect Hill 
Stud are Zayin, Tamil, and Purple Knight. 
*Aethelstan II has been retired from serv¬ 
ice. 

Zayin, a handsome chestnut horse, by 
Neddie, out of Zeonia, bowed after show¬ 
ing sensational speed at three and was re- 
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tired to the stud. There were only two foals 
in his first crop—one of these died, while 
the other is a winner. His second crop is 
coming to the races this year. Tamil, a grand 
looking bay, by ^Aethelstan II, out of In 
India, by ♦Durbar II, is a full brother to the 
stakes winner Adroit and is considered to 
be the best bred son of ♦Aethelstan II now 
in this country. Purple Knight, light chest¬ 
nut in color, is by *Bright Knight out of 
Marsh Violet. He is very well bred, has 
sired a number of winners and has some 
grand looking foals this year to his credit. 
♦Aethelstan II, a horse of great power and 
substance and now a pensioner at the age 
of twenty-five has his own paddock in 
which to exercise and roll. He is as friendly 
and gentle as an old farm horse. 

There are eight yearlings at the farm. 
None will be sold at the sales. In the lot 
is a half-sister to Pony Ballet, a chestnut 
filly by Purple Knight. There is also a half- 
sister to Adroit, a bay by * Piping Rock. 

Managing Prospect Hill Stud is Paul 
Weaver, a capable and experienced horse¬ 
man with a longtime connection with some 
of Maryland’s largest Thoroughbred nurs¬ 
eries, including Sagamore Farm. 

The rambling old stone farm house was 
built in 1808 and is shrouded in antiquity. 
It is surrounded by trees that are almost as 
old as itself and a lawn that looks like vel¬ 
vet. The barn nearest the house is a typical 
Thoroughbred stable with a shed under 
which the horses may jog. It is painted in 
Mrs. Heighe’s racing colors—^green and 
white. 

Mrs. Herman B. Duryea owned and bred 
horses in France, but before racing was 
closed down in New York around 1910, 
she and her husband centered their Thor¬ 
oughbred activities in the United States. 
Among the horses that they bred here and 
then sent to France were Armenia, dam of 
♦Durbar II, Irish Lad, and Frizette. Irish 
Lad and Frizette are the parents of Banshee, 
who is the dam of Durban. The latter is the 
dam of Tourbillon, France’s leading sire in 
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1940, 1942, and 1945. Thus, the back¬ 
ground of Marcel Boussac’s powerful stable, 
the leader in France, is made up of many of 
America’s finest bloodlines, which are car¬ 
ried on in America at Prospect Hill.

Breeders' Stakes Series, 1948 

Attention is drawn to the closing Mon¬ 
day, September 15, of the Maryland Breed¬ 
ers’ Stakes Series for 1948. Entry blanks 
have been mailed to breeders of record, and 
additional blanks are inserted in this maga¬ 
zine for the convenience of breeders.

It must be pointed out that 
entry in the stake series does not constitute 
eligibility to run unlest the animal entered 
is registered with the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association as a Maryland-bred. 
The entry fee of $10 for each yearling cov¬ 
ers all of the stakes to which it is eligible 
under the conditions of the race. Allow¬ 
ance must be claimed for the Maryland Fu¬ 
turity if either sire or dam had not been 
credited with a winner at the time of clos¬ 
ing of the entries.

The Bel Air Meet 

By M. H. Cadwalader 

Observing its tenth consecutive midsum¬ 
mer meeting, the Bel Air oval looked as 
trim and well-groomed as it ever has, with 
its handsome oak tree landmarking the in¬ 
field as usual. Cooler weather for once 
greeted the crowd on opening day, July 23, 
and stayed on to bless the entire meeting, 
except for one scorching afternoon and one 
mild drizzle. The clubhouse addition, 
though stretching far around toward the 
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turn of the track, serves to drain off some 
of the excess clubhouse crowd, and the 
H. M. Stevens Co. officiated gracefully in 
the dining room. 

There was little that was spectacular 
about the ten-day meeting, unless it was the 
performance of favorite choices in the bet¬ 
ting. The favorites managed to show the 
way home close to fifty per cent of the time, 
making Long-shot Larry look somewhat 
unhappy and giving him a real scramble 
to find his getaway money. Favorites tri¬ 
umphed in five out of the six steeplechase 
events as well. Frank D. Adams rode a 
couple of jumpers to some driving finishes 
which had spectators on tiptoe; and al¬ 
though the class of steeplechasers was be¬ 
low par this year, the races they put on 
were generally interesting to watch. Jackie 
Bosley had a bad fall toward the meet’s end, 
but escaped with severe bruises. 

Opening day at Bel Air was somewhat 
tragic, with three horses destroyed. Two* 
flat racers tangled in a dust-cloud and went 
down in the very first event; in the third, 
a steeplechaser smashed hard into the bar¬ 
rier and broke his pelvis. Another racer had 
to be put down a couple of days later. For 
all the work that has been put into this 
oval, trainers still find it hard as brick, and 
gimpey-legged horses quickly go sour. 

Jockey Jimmy Baird came out on top of 
the jockey list, with fourteen winners in 
ten days. The veteran Sammy Palumbo and 
Stanley Austin were close behind; in fact, 
all three hooters had a dozen winners apiece 
and it looked like a tie at least until mid¬ 
afternoon of the closing day. Then Palum¬ 
bo brought Army Belle in to a neat score 
in the fourth, and was in front with thir¬ 
teen winners. The fifth and sixth events, 
however, fell swiftly to Baird with Wood- 
scott, and the ’’queen of the half-milers,” 
Annie’s Dream, this good daughter of Gino 
chalking up her second record-breaking win 
at Bel Air and her fifth consecutive win of 
the season. 
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Owner H. N. Warren’s six-year-old 
mare set the new mark for five furlongs 
when she beat her rivals to the rail and 
whisked around the sharp turn in .58 and 
3/5 seconds, carrying 114 pounds. In the 
Elray Purse on closing day, she set a seven- 
furlong record with a time of 1.25 and 3/5 
under an impost two pounds lighter. 

On the debit side for the meeting was 
the suspension of three jockeys, two for 
wagering on races in which they were rid¬ 
ing, and the third for mistreatment of his 
mount. A trainer and groom were set down 
also for the latter reason. Few objections 
were made, however, and riding on the 
whole was cleaner than in past years. The 
pari-mutuel handle was a bit off its last 
year’s all-time high, but was still notably 
large. 

Platers went on, for the most part, to 
Hagerstown, the next scene of activity, and 
riders of jumpers have mostly removed to 
Saratoga for the annual month-long meet¬ 
ing there. Bel Air closed its gates on August 
2 until the annual Harford County Fair 
takes place, which will run from August 
27 to 29. 

Sales Tax on Horses 

The Maryland retail sales tax is applicable 
to patrons of all state race tracks and to all 
horsemen who take animals out of claim¬ 
ing races. The tax also will apply to the 
sale of Yearlings such as might be held at 
Timonium as in the past and to race horses 
auctioned during any of the major or minor 
meets. 

Before a Maryland racegoer enters a 
track he or she is subject to a tax on the sale 
of a scratch sheet or a tip sheet or card—if 
wanted—the next tax will be on all pro¬ 
grams sold. These programs always have 
remained at one price—10 cents—even 
when everything else about racing had gone 
up. All meals, hot dogs, a chunk of pie, 
beverages and confections, costing at least 
10 cents, will be subject to the sales tax. 

So much for the patrons of the Sport of 
Kings. 
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The purchaser of a horse out of a claim¬ 
ing race will be subject to the 2 per cent 
sales tax. If a horse is claimed for $2,000, 
the new owner will give his check for an 
additional $40 and so on up the line, ac¬ 
cording to the price of the claiming race. 

Hall Hammond, attorney general, has 
ruled that the race tracks themselves will 
not act as a collecting agency, but the rac¬ 
ing secretary’s office will have a record of 
all transfers of titles of horses in claiming 
races. With some claiming races for horses 
rating in the $10,000 and $15,000 classes, 
a substantial amount of tax may be in¬ 
volved. 

At the Maryland Fall Sales it is probable 
that the Breeders’ Association, which runs 
the vendue, will collect the additional 2 % 
of the tax from the buyer before the animal 
is released to its new owner. This is the 
regular procedure in California and other 
states where the tax applies. 

Royal John 

Though not as well known in the show 
rings of Maryland as he was in New Jer¬ 
sey, New York and New England, Royal 
John, the chestnut show hunter that was 
owned and exhibited by Albert Torek, of 
Oxford, Maryland, always made his pres¬ 
ence felt when he did make a local appear¬ 
ance. 

Royal John’s bold fencing will be ad¬ 
mired no more. He was destroyed July 2, 
following a freak accident on an Eastern 
Shore road. Royal John was being led 
alongside another horse, ridden by Albert 
Torek, when he stepped through a hole in 
a metal culvert which had been partially 
uncovered and cut through by a road 
scraper. The horse cut through his fetlock 
joint, severed an artery and was bleeding 
to death when his owner had him destroyed 
as it was impossible to extricate the foot 
from the hole in the culvert. 

A Thoroughbred, by Son of John, Royal 
John in 1945 and 1946 accounted for 5 
championships, 7 reserves, 36 blue ribbons, 
36 reds, 15 yellows and 8 whites. 
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Victim of a freak accident on an Eastern 
Shore road was Albert Torek*s good show 
hunter ROYAL JOHN.

Parole Hunt Club 

Though riding habits are not the same 
and the rules of the game are a little differ¬ 
ent, 2()th Century horse lovers engaged in 
the same activities and trod the same 
ground that afforded so much pleasure to 
the settlers of this country at the Parole 
Hunt Club Show near Riva. 

Here at this historic track, which George 
Washington mentioned in his diary, trot¬ 
ting races were held in connection with 
the second horse show of the season. As 
hunters and jumpers performed in the 
showring, the half mile track which en¬ 
circles this area was dusty with the pound¬ 
ing hoofs of trotters and pacers competing 
in the harness races. 

In both events, women walked away 
with top honors. Mrs. Kitty Daggett of 
Annapolis driving her pacer. Lady Prim¬ 
rose, won two heats of a race and when 
challenged to a race, closed out her oppon¬ 
ent by a nose at the*finish line. Mrs. Dag¬ 
gett, who until two years ago had never 
been around horses, is the first woman 
driver to ever race on the Parole track, and 
Sunday was the first race she had ever en- 
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tered. A mother of seven children, Mrs. 
Daggett hopes to organize a women's har¬ 
ness club. 

Those gathered around the ring of the 
show had an opportunity to see a young 
woman. Miss Ruth Funk, masterfully guide 
N. M. Hall’s Watch Me successfully over 
the jumps to capture the Jumper champion¬ 
ship. Hannah Taylor’s black mare. May I, 
ridden by Morris Snyder gave a champion 
performance to win the Hunter trophy. 
Reserve titles went to Gray Buddy, owned 
by H. L. Jefferson and ridden by Buddy 
Conrad in the hunter class with Playboy 
owned and ridden by George Dawson 
maintaining his consistently fine per¬ 
formance to win the Reserve Jumper 
award. 

Reorganized a few years ago, the Parole 
tracks has always been famous among 
horse fans as a racing center. Since the 
days of Colonial Governors, Robert Eden 
and Horatio Sharpe, during the time that 
Charles Carroll of Carrollton was making 
himself heard, and during the period when 
George Washington traveled this area, the 
Parole race track was one of the outstand¬ 
ing social centers in the colonies. Only the 
most distinguished men in the colonies 
were members of the Club, known then as 
the Maryland Jockey Club. One of the 
originators of the club was Governor Ogle, 
a prominent horse breeder whose home 
was Belair, now one of the show places 
of Prince Georges County. 

Parole was not known then by its pres¬ 
ent name. This evolved many years later 
when during the Civil War a parole camp 
was located in the vicinitv of Annapolis for 
Confederate prisoners. Though purses are 
often offered at the Parole races, there is no 
betting. This is probably the striking dif¬ 
ference between the races now and in 
colonial times when General Washington, 
apparently not a lucky bettor, made a nota¬ 
tion in his diary about the amount of 
money he had lost.

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Talbot County 

The Barnwell Track at Easton, Md., 
was loaned free of charge to the committee 
for the Talbot County Horse Show on June 
27. The track is where trotting races are 
frequently held, as at a great many towns 
on the Eastern Shore, and during the day 
there was a two-heat race which created 
considerable interest among the horse 
show group. 

An organization was formed after last 
year’s show and they have quite a few sub¬ 
scribers, considering this is primarily a sail¬ 
ing community. The Paul Toreks of Ox¬ 
ford, Md., sent over some jumps, the show 
built a few permanent ones and Fred 
Thomas laid out the course. Fred Pinch, 
Mrs. Margaret Hewlett and Humphrey 
Finney were grand sports in coming to 
judge the events in the rain. Spectators and 
exhibitors were pleased to have them and 
everyone seemed happy with the net re¬ 
sult.

Cremona 

While a steady breeze from the Patuxent 
River mercifully fanned horse and rider, 
2,500 spectators crowded the ringside for 
more than ten hours on a scorching Sun¬ 
day, July 6, to watch St. Mary’s County’s 
first horseshow held at historic Cremona 
Farm owned by General and Mrs. Howard 
C. Davidson. 

The show which featured $100 Jumper 
and Hunter Stakes drew entrants from Vir¬ 
ginia and Delaware as well as Maryland. 
These included some of the most promi¬ 
nent owners and breeders of the finest 
horses in this area. From Alexandria, Vir¬ 
ginia, Mr. and Mrs. Gene Cannon and Miss 
Betty Cannon, 1946 Queen of the South, 
brought horses to show as did Admiral and 
Mrs. Forrest P. Sherman. 

Mr. and Mrs. U. S. Randle of Warren- 
ton arrived with three horses, two of which. 
Claws and Hercules, took the Champion 
and Reserve Hunter titles respectively. Mr. 
Randle was presented with a handsome sil¬ 
ver trophy by Mrs. Davidson. Miss Jane 
Pohl of Leesburg took the Jumper Stake 
and went on with her Fitzrada to claim the 
Jumper Championship Trophy presented 
by Mr. George Sullivan, Chairman of the 
Show on behalf of the Businessmen’s Asso¬ 
ciation of Hughesville. 

Cremona Farm, generously made avail¬ 
able for the show by General and Mrs. 
Davidson, offered a beautiful setting for 
ring competition. Surrounded on two sides 
by water, the field for the outside course 
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sloped gently away to the river dipping 
and rising slightly to provide variety as well 
as a challenge to the riders. Rustic fence 
jumps including an enclosed double jump 
gave the riders something to think about 
and the spectators something to watch. 

Although the show began at 10 o’clock, 
the classes were too large for the most part 
to be judged quickly. From 17 to 25 horses 
were in every class and Col. W. O. Kester 
and Claude W. Owens, judges, with the 
help of Betts Barr May, as referee judge, 
found themselves hard put at times to make 
a decision. Consequently, the sun had set 
and threatening clouds darkened the sky 
before the last classes of the day were run 
off. The two stakes which had much to do 
with attracting so many entries highlight¬ 
ed the entire program and many regret that 
the hour made it impossible to witness this 
competition. For it would have been a 
thrilling experience for any ringsider to 
watch the performance of young Nancy 
Kelly of Upper Marlboro on her black 
Maryland Miss compete against 17 entries 
to win the $100 Hunter Stake. Nancy, all 
of 13, has fast become one of the outstand¬ 
ing young riders in the State. 

Another young rider, Margaret Aitche- 
son of Laurel, demonstrated superb skill 
in taking her Wye over the jumps, raised 
from four feet, to win the top prize money 
in the knock down and out class. 

Marlboro horsemen again distinguished 
themselves when Alfred E. Smith’s Nan¬ 
ette, ridden by Mrs. Genie Tucker, took 
first place in the Southern Maryland Hunt¬ 
ers to win the trophy presented by Mr. and 
Mrs. L. L. Parlett of Patuxent View Farm. 

A special fine harness class of five-gait- 
ed saddle horses was added to the program 
and here Earl Plummer of Silver Spring 
went off with top honors. In smartly 
rigged show buggies, Plummer’s Mr. Bee 
and Zermah Denmark stepped briskly 
around the show ring arousing much en¬ 
thusiasm in the crowd and adding zest to 
the show.

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Marlborough Hunt Club 

A rare thrill was afforded lovers of good 
horses and fine horsemanship at the Marl¬ 
borough Hunt Club Horse Show held at 
Suitland when Mrs. Margaret Carter 
Kramm's 15-year-old Rocksie came back 
after six years in retirement to capture the 
Jumper Championship title of the show. 

Cheers broke from the crowd number¬ 
ing well over two thousand as the old 
horse, holder of the 1941 Jumper Cham¬ 
pionship at Madison Square Garden, 
cleared the last hurdle to complete one of 
the most moving performances show fans 
are likely to witness. 

Held on the estate of Mr. James Bland, 
this was the first show since the war to be 
presented by the Marlborough Hunt Club. 
Conveniently located, the showring pro¬ 
vided ample room for the large classes 
which averaged 25 entries in each, and 
every jump of the outside course laid out on 
the crest of a hill, could be viewed from the 
ringside at the foot of the slope.

MARYLAND-BRED REGISTRATION FEE $2.00 

Maryland Racing Commission Rule 221 K: To be eligible to start in races exclusively for 
horses bred in Maryland, each horse must be registered with the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion. To qualify for such registration the said horse must have been foaled in the State of Maryland, 
and, in addition, unless the breeder is a resident of the State, or one who maintains his breeding stock 
continually in the State, the said horse shall be either the produce of a mare covered in Maryland 
the previous season, or of a mare sent into the State to foal and covered by a Maryland stallion the 
season of the birth of said foal. 

A horse is bred where it is foaled. The breeder is the owner of the dam at the time of foaling. 

Any owner or breeder may appeal from the refusal of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association 
to register a horse under this rule to the Maryland Racing Commission, and the decision of the 
Commission shall be final.

Remount's Status 

Numerous enquiries have reached this 
office of late in respect to the present status 
of the U. S. Remount Service. We are glad 
to be able to state that, due to a last minute 
appropriation by the Congress, and agree¬ 
ment on the part of a somewhat less anti¬ 
horse Secretary of War, the Remount will 
be able to operate for the time being. The 
bill to transfer the Remount to the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, where, under present 
conditions, it certainly belongs, sailed 
through the House, was reported favorably 
by the Senate Armed Services Committee, 
but met a snag when predatory political 
influences were brought to bear on it in the 
shape of an unsatisfactory amendment. A 
compromise appears likely at this writing, 
with the result that the transfer from Army 
to Agriculture is probable early in the next 
session of the Congress. 
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Some Notes on Riding 

By Sylvia Boas 

This spring while in England taking a 
three months’ course at the Porlock Vale 
Riding School, we learned to instruct, to 
find and correct faults, as well as being in¬ 
structed in the discovery and correction of 
our own faults. This has its disadvantages 
as well as advantages. Instead of being able 
to enjoy a horse-show peacefully and quiet¬ 
ly, hoping that a friend’s horse has a nice 
trip, you watch the rider and the horse, 
taking each stride and jump separately, and 
mentally correcting both where one thinks 
corrections are needed, and unfortunately 
they too often are. 

A very common mistake is not being 
polite enough with the aides, both hand and 
leg. The rider gives a great clout with the 
heel, producing great impulsion which must 
then be taken up by a sock in the jaw to 
prevent the horse’s getting away with the 
rider or to get him "collected and back on

his hocks.” Unfortunately, these riders as 
such cannot be called horsemen, have for¬ 
gotten or ignored the fact that the aides 
should be applied gently at first and then 
more strongly as needed, but should never 
come as a shock to the poor horse. This 
treatment soon encourages an animal to be 
behind the bit and the leg, or beyond the 
bit and terrified by the leg, according to his 
temperament, and to think up various eva¬ 
sions. The horse should be asked to do some¬ 
thing first and then, if he decides against it, 
should be asked in a way which cannot be 
denied before he has a chance to carry out 
his own intentions. He should also be asked 
in as tactful a way as possible by making 
the right thing easy and not by letting him 
doing it any other way. Quietly insist on cor¬ 
rectness; both the quiet and the insistence 
are important. 

It is true that the rider should have the 
feeling that his shoulders are leading his 
hands, thus feeling that he is going with the 
horse and not being behind the movement.

This is achieved by relaxing the small of 
the back and absorbing the movement there 
and very slightly tilting the shoulders for¬ 
ward, not by standing in the irons or lean¬ 
ing way forward or sitting on your fork 
and not your seat bones. This is very im¬ 
portant, except when jumping or galloping. 
You so often see the rider, when asking the 
horse to increase his pace, throw the reins 
at the horse’s head, lean forward, kick, or 
rather strafe, him with the legs. Unfor¬ 
tunately, or perhaps fortunately, this straf¬ 
ing is wasted, because almost invariably as 
soon as the rider leans forward, he has not 
the power in his legs which he would have 
if he were sitting down in his saddle, push¬ 
ing with his seat bones as well as using his 
legs. 

Another fallacy arises in the fact that as 
soon as the horse is dropped and the rider 
has thrown his weight forward, the horse 
is immediately thrown upon his forehand 
and is thereby uncollected, and for an in¬ 
stant or longer unbalanced. It might be 


well to state the definition of a balanced 
or collected horse. ”A horse is said to be 
balanced when his weight and that of his 
rider are distributed over his limbs in such 
a proportion that he may use himself with 
the maximum ease and efficiency. The head 
and neck form the governing factor in 
weight distribution and it is by their posi¬ 
tion, either raised or lowered, that the 
trary, they were most enthusiastic and I 
predict that they will want more similar 
events with an increasing emphasis on 
schooling and jumping under International 
Rules. 

Timonium has started something that 
may help us a lot in this country. If we 
become schooling conscious, we will have 
a lot more pleasant horses to ride and a 
whole lot fewer to throw out on the junk 
heap. If we go after the thing in a sys¬ 
tematic way, organize communities to 
work under competent riding masters and 
devote time, energy and money towards 
developing young amateur sportsmen, we

And 
finally, we can probably save the United 
States the ignominious and humiliating 
necessity of being forced to withdraw from 
International and Olympic equestrian com¬ 
petition because we have not the horsemen 
or horses who are educated to that grade 
of contest. It seems to me that horse show 
officials throughout the nation might prof¬ 
itably follow the foresighted example of 
these Maryland gentlemen. 

By raising our standard of performance 
by progressive stages and education, skill 
and proper horse training will have some 
meaning and the rough handed abuse of 
potentially good horses will gradually dis¬ 
appear.

With John Pons for com¬ 
pany we took off for New Jersey this 
morning, stopping at F. Wallis Arm¬ 
strong’s Meadowview Farms, Stromboli, 
Hop Creek and Rancocas before getting to 
Red Bank, where numerous Marylanders 
were found enjoying the racing at Mon¬ 
mouth Park, where the expatriate Mary¬ 
lander Eddie Brennan has done such an 
outstanding job. 

July 9. To Monmouth Park this 
morning for breakfast, then to watch the 
judging of the New Jersey-bred yearlings 
in the first show staged by the New Jersey 
Breeders’ Association. The affair was well 
attended and drew a good number of nice 
yearlings. The Helis entries from Jobs- 
town took both colt and filly awards, with 
Joe Roebling’s and Andy Schuttinger’s en¬ 
tries also well regarded. Having watched 
a few races we turned homewards, getting 
to Baltimore in time for dinner. 

July 12. Spent the day at Warren- 
ton, Virginia, having driven down last 
night, the occasion being the annual show 
of breeding stock sponsored by the Vir¬ 
ginia Horsemen’s Association. This em¬ 
braces ponies. Thoroughbreds, Hunters 
and draft stock, all of which were well rep¬ 
resented this year. Numerous sales year¬ 
lings were much in evidence in the ribbon 
earning list, with Manager Paul Ebelhart, 
of Calumet Farm, doing a splendid job on 
the Racing Type Thoroughbreds.

Despite 
announcement of a November date, it 
looks as though it will be December before 
the Mayer yearlings go under the hammer. 
We returned to Hollywood Park by way of 
Dr. Miller’s pleasant little ranch near 
Riverside, where we saw four nice year¬ 
lings that will be sent to Saratoga for sale 
in a few days.
